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Ninth Annual Sessions 
Note Progress Reports 

More than 150 delegates and visitors 
to the Ninth Annual Sessions of the 
Southeast Convention heard Dr. Fred 
Hoskins, Minister of the General Coun- 
cil of Congregational Christian Church- 
es challenge the convention with the 
stirring words — "Now Is the Time — 
Here Is the Place." 

As if in response to the challenge the 
Rev. Hugh Lasseter, convention chair- 
man for the Christian Higher Educa- 
tion Fund Campaign, could report that 
the $25,000 goal of the convention was 
over-subscribed by the churches. 

Rev. A. Ray Meserve, chairman of 
the Committee on Stewardship and 
Missionary Education, reported the 
highest giving to Our Christian World 
Mission in the history of the conven- 
tion — a total of $31,773. When the 
CHEF contributions of $4,543 are add- 
ed, the grand total is $36,316. 

Elected to lead the convention in the 
next year of its life is Mr. Allan G. 
Saunders, a layman of the Pilgrim* Con- 
gregational Church, Birmingham, Ala. 

The Reverend Carolyn P. Welch, 
minister of the Evarts, Kentucky, Con- 
gregational Christian Church, is the 
new moderator-elect. Mrs. A. D. Harry 
was re-elected recording secretary. 
Mrs. Harry is a member of the Lanett 
Church. Mr. W. J. Strickland, a mem- 
ber of Central Church, Atlanta, was 
continued as treasurer. 

The convention unanimously adopted 
a resolution that will make it an act- 
ing conference of the United Church 
of Christ when the new constitution of 
that body is declared in force by the 
General Synod in July. 

Also unanimously adopted was a re- 
solution authorizing the officers and 
directors of the convention to enter in- 
to discussions with the appropriate bo-

CHEF Funds Help Support 
Congo Theological School 

$90 000 of the first receipts of the 
Christian Higher Education Fund' have 
been forwarded by the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, 
our Congregational Foreign Mission 
Agency, to the Theological Education 
Fund of the International Missionary 
Council. As a result of this gift Con- 
gregationa] Christians will be assisting 
in upgrading the Faculte de Theologie 
Protestante in Elisabethville in the 
Congo. The Theological Education 
Fund has made a grant of $100,000 to 
raise this school to university level. 
This grant has been made on condition 
that a representative group of church- 
es in the Congo raise $50,000 for the 
same purpose. Dr. Charles Ranson, Di- 
rector of the Theological Education 
Fund, has described this gift as "an act 
of faith in the future of the Christian 
Church in the Congo and a reaffirma- 
tion of the need for the training of the 
Congolese ministry." 

The American Board was able to 
make a contribution to the education 
of future ministers in the Congo be- 
cause 2,170 Congregational Christian 
Churches have made commitments or 
cash payments to the Christian High- 
er Education Fund totalling $6,217,830. 
The $90,000 which the American Board 
forwarded to the Theological Education 
Fund represents three payments on a 
$150 000 commitment for the advance- 
ment of inter-denominational theolog- 
ical education in Asia, Africa, and La- 
tin America. The fund was established 
through a single contribution of $2,000,- 
000 made by the Sealantic Fund on be- 
half of Mr. John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
This was matched by gifts from' eight 
mission boards, including our own 
American Board, totalling $2,200,000. 

Continued payment of CHEF Decla- 
rations of Intention by local churches 
will make it possible for the American 
Board to meet its commitment to this 
worthwhile investment in the educa- 
tion of ministers for the leadership of 
Christian churches around the world.

Convention Churches Are 
Approving Constitution 

As of May 1st fifty churches of the 
Southeast Convention had reported vo- 
ting approval of the proposed consti- 
tution for the United Church. 

By the same time only 11 churches 
had reported negative votes. Two 
churches voted to abstain from voting 
on the constitution. 

Across the nation 2505 Congregation- 
al Christian churches have voted ap- 
proval and only 164 have voted against. 

All twelve of the Evangelical and 
Reformed Church Synods that have 
voted on the constitution have voted 
approval. The remaining synods will 
be voting in May. 

The churches of the convention have 
until June 1st to vote on tha constitu- 
tion. More than half already have tak- 
en action.

East Tallassee 65 Plus Club 
Active As Teen-Agers' Group

When your soul gets weary and you 
need a new outlook on life, take a trip 
to East Tallassee on the day when the 
"65 Plus Club" meets and you'll get the 
rejuvenescense you need! 

This dynamic group, now more than 
200 members strong, does more things 
and has more fun than any teen-age 
group could dream about! 

Meetings are held once each month 
and the attendance runs from 70 to 100, 
depending upon the weather, the ar- 
thritis and the energy. Most of the 
members are in the seventh or eighth 
decade of life, basically because those 
just under 70 won't admit it . . . just 
yet. 

The organization grew out of the 
concern of members of the Women's 
Fellowship of the East Tallassee Con- 
gregational Christian Church in 1954. 
These church women read a great deal 
about "problems of the aged" and re- 
alized that there were dozens of elder- 
ly people in the Tallassee area who 
needed social outlets and wanted a 
chance to share and serve. 

The first meeting was held on Oct. 
26, 1954, and the club was organized 
with nine charter members: T. L. Beck, 
Martin Butler, J. M. Sayers, Mrs. H. E. 
Wilson, Miss Rosamond Williams, Mrs. 
W. L. Collum, Mrs. J. I. Barker, Mrs. 
J. E. French, and Mrs. Will Jones. Of 
this original group six are still active 
members of the club. Mrs. Collum, 
Mrs. French and Mr. Butler have since 
died 1 . 

After the second month, the organi- 
zation began spreading beyond the 
confines of the Congregational Christ- 
ian fellowship and nearly every church 
in the area now has members. 

Mrs. Marrell Rhodes was president 
of the Women's Fellowship at the time 
of organization and has been contin- 
ually active. Mrs. G. F. Logan and Mrs. 
John C. Fralic are key workers along 
with Mrs. Rhodes. 

Mrs. Logan was recognized for her 
vital role in the organization in April, 
1957, when she and her husband receiv- 
ed the Tallassee Tribune's Solid Citi- 
zen Award. 

The 65 Plus Club has "adopted" two 
ministers, Toby Quinn of the Tallassee 
Church of Christ and Harold Hender- 
son of the East Tallassee Congregation- 
al Christian Church, as its "roving pas- 



tors." The spiritual emphasis is very 
much a part of the club's activities and 
the group even has its own hymnal 
with hymns selected by the members 
themselves. 

Theater parties, hobby shows, quilt- 
ing parties, plus the run of holiday 
observances have served as themes for 
meetings. The various civic organiza- 
tions in the Tallassee area have helped 
with financial backing but, by and 
large, the club raises its own funds. 

The highlight of each year has been 
a major bus trip to some place of in- 
terest, providing a journey away from 
home which is often the first time out 
of Alabama for some of the members. 
Trips have been made to Ida Cason 
Gardens, the Little White House, and 
the Cyclorama in Georgia, and to the 
beach at Pensacola. Usually from 60 to 
75 members make these journeys and 
have the time of their lives. 

The really big plans for 1961 include 
a trip to Gatlinburg, Tenn., and the 
Great Smokies — an overnight affair — 
sometime in June. Before then, a picnic 
at Kowaliga Beach is in store for ev- 
eryone, especially those unable to make 
a long bus journey. 

How the club has grown! There were 
88 members present for the fourth an- 
niversary party in 1958 with the mem- 
bership total at 141. When it came time 
for the fifth birthday, the whole club 
came attired as five-year-olds — to 
the delight of the entire community. 

When the Congregational Christian 
Church women finished the new edu- 
cational plant and kitchen at the 
church, they were surprised by the 65 
Plus Club members with a kitchen 
shower, a token of appreciation for the 
fine work being done. 

The annual Christmas party is an- 
other highlight of the year. The usual 
round of gift exchange, food and fel- 
lowship is present, but the climax 
comes when the members reenact the 
Nativity scene. Walking canes become 
shepherd's crooks and the snowy white 
hair of some of the women makes a 
natural halo for the Angels. 

In spite of the happy times the 
members have together each meeting, 
there is often a tinge of sadness as 
those who have been claimed by death 
are remembered. Prayers for the sick 
are a definite part of each devotional
